We were on Saturday night gratified by witressing another perform- 
ance of the Comedy of The Merchant's Wedding. The easy, lively 
dialogue, the pleasantries, and incidents, which although not always 
very probable, still are highly amusing—all contribute to render this 
piece the best of its kind that has been produced for several seasons. 
Then, there is the excellent acting throughout all the parts:—Mr. W. 
Farren’s admirable old man—Mr. C. Kemble’s free avd gentlemanly 
Frank Plotwell—the attractive Miss Chester’s blooming 4urelia—the 
clever Mrs, Chatterley’s Penelope; vor must the quaint Mr. Blan- 
chard be unnoticed ; whilst his dramatic son, Mr. Keeley, is sure to 
be remembered by the fatigue our muscles undergo in laughing at the 
figure he cuts as the odd-fish in the show-box. The inferior charac- 
ters, by Messrs. Bartley, Serle, Meadows, Diddear, Horrebow, Mrs. 
J. Hughes, &c. were all distinguished by the greatest correctness and 
bye-play. ‘The whole forms a treat of no common order; and if there 
is any good taste in the town, it will be shown by the patronage this 
Comedy may obtain. Atthe commencement of the fomth act, at the 
time Mr. Kemble and Mrs. Chatterley were on the stage, the half-price 
and elevated gentry in the upper gallery began to entertain themselves 
with sundry uncouth sounds, indicating an intention to get up a little 
Drama of their own, until their admired friends, Grimaldi, ‘T. Blan- 
chard, &c. should appear. Mrs. Chatterley in vain raised her voice, 
not a syllable could be heard. At last Mr. Kemble advancing, and 
looking towards the noisy deities, addressed them, not beginning‘ O, 
ye Gods!’ but in these words :—‘ Gentlemen, I am very sorry to in- 
terrupt your amusement, but you may depend upon it that I will not 
suffer the rest of the audience to be disturbed, and that if you conti- 
nue such disturbance, I will send up coustables to put a stop to it.” — 
This address had the desired effect. The Pantomime produced the 
usual share of mirth; but in one part of it there was some danger of 
an incident occurring calculated to shock public decency :—Pretty Miss 
Egan, st the moment of intended transformation into Columbine, san 
from the wing with the expectation of her outward garment flying from 
her—but in vain—twice was she drawn back with such violence that 
her person was apparently in danger of being entirely disrobed, but the 
third time the loose garment vanished, and left the lovely'little Jady 
with her charming figure duly encased !
